, band of Sioux Capt. J. M. Lee, 9th Inf., brought over 





from Pine Ridge about the middle of February, 
reached here from W: D.C., a few days 
ago. The next day he sent word out to the camp of 

tribe, six miles out, for some of his people to 
send his horse in so that he might return to the 
bosom of his family. None of his followers saw fit 
to bring bis horse so the next day the little old 
man “took to the road’”’ and walked out through 
the deep snow to bis camp. My, my, what a cold re- 
ception for one who was so conspicuous but a few 
short months ago. You remember that Crow-Dog 
(who killed tted Tail seven years ago) and Two 
Strike seemed to be the prime movers inthe Bad 
Lands excitement last December. Of course, the 
were helped along by his highness, Mr. Short Bul 
who is a guest of Gen. Miles, now at Fort Sheridan. 
Two Strike was at this agency to-day and told the 
agent that he had not so much as a hard tack at his 
residence (wigwam) on Little White River, and 
asked for food. He said that since his return from 
Washington he had been completely overrun with 
visitors (Brules), so much so that they had eaten up 
everything that Mrs. Two Strike had in the cup- 
board. He was given four pounds of hardtack and 
a eouple of pounds of m and went home as big 
as though he had struck a mine. Crow Dog was in 
the commissary not long since and he went away 
packing a liberal amount of U.S. Government grade 
**tack” and some “salt borse,”’ which that kind- 
hearted inspector, Capt. Lee, had donated. Crow 
Dog was seen a few minutes later walking out to- 
wards hiscamp. He had a pair of annuity boots 
thrown carelessly over his shoulder and, Great 
George Washington look down upon us, Mrs. Crow 
Dog was packing on her back the box of hard bread 
and the “salt horse!’’ Such is life. When the grass 
begins to grow next spring, we hear about us, the 
Sioux are going to be heap d - If so, 
the above mentioned gentlemen will become con- 
spicuous again on the warpath. 

As there is some inquiry as to the identity of our 
correspondent “Two Strike” it may save the Indian 
gentleman of that name, referred to here, from fur- 
ther infelicities if we mention that he is not respon-

INDIANS AS SOLDIERS. 

As WE gave notice last week of the War Depart. 
ment’s intention to recruit a considerable force of 
Indians for Army service and to fill some of the 
skeleton companies with them, the General Order 
on the subject, which we print to-day, will not sur- 
prise our readers. It provides for the filling up 
with Indians of one of the skelton companies of 


published June | each white cavalry and infantry regiment serving 


west of the Mississippi. Exsting laws and regula- 
tions are to be conformed to in making these enlist- 
ments, but ignorance of the English language will 
not be cause for rejection; and that nothing may 
interfere with the acceptance of the more promin- 
ent Indians—such as might be utilized for the non- 
commissioned grades-—authority is granted for the 
enlistment of not exceeding ten married men for 
each company. 

Impolitic and hasty as this new measure may ap- 
Pear at the first blush to the ultra-conservative, we 
have good authority for stating that it was not de- 
termined upon by the Secretary of War until he be- 
came satisfied, after exhausting all possible sources 
of information on the subject, that if successfally 
carried out, it would prove highly beneficial alike 
to the Indians and to the Army, and that not even 
temporary injury or inconvenience would result to 
the latter, now nearly 2,000 below the authorized 
establishment, if it should fail in consequence of a 
lack of Indian recruits. It is a matter of history 
that Indians have heretofore proved themselves 
most efficient, trustworthy, and valuable auxiliaries 
to the Regular troops on many arduous campaigns, 
and that they possess in a high degree many of the 
essential qualifications of soldiers. 

It is thought that the enlistment of Indians into 
the Army wozld have the effect of at once weak- 
ening what may be called the military resources of 
the Indians and strengthening the Government 
forces. It would do more than this; it would serve 
to civilize the very element that is most in need of 
civilization—the restless and turbulent, who are 
averse to agricultural and other pacific pursuits and 
never contented except when handling-a rifle or 
pistol. Army discipline, the only discipline to 
which this class have showr themselves to be 
amenable, would train them to habits of neatness, 
order, and punctuality, inculcate in them respect 
for authority, and turn their natural instincts into 
channels affording a comparatively safe outlet. A 
three or four years’ term of military service would 
familiarize them with the usages of civilized war- 
fare, and while teaching them self-restraint, and 
subduing their impulsive and violent dispositions, 
could not fail to have the further effect of giving 
them a considerable knowledge of the English lan- 
guage and of acquainting them with their rights, 
duties, and obligations as moral beings. The ac- 
complishment of objects such as these must be con- 
ceded to be an aim not unworthy of the highest as. 
pirations of our Army officers. 

Incidentally we may here refer to a fact which is 
perhaps not generally known, that the bill for the 
reorganization of the infantry and artillery—for the 
passage of which Secretary Proctor labored assidu- 
ously, and which only failed by a few votesin the 
House, in consequence of a combination of un- 
favorable circumstances—owed much of the sup- 
port it received, particularly in the Senate, to the 
provision for the enlistment of Indians which the 
Secretary had caused to be inserted in it. Should 
he organization of Indian companies on a perman- 
ent basis result from the operation of the General 
Order just issued, the Army may confidently look 
for more favorable treatment at the hands of the 
next Congress than it could possibly expect should 
the scheme end in failure. 

The War Department anticipates that at first In- 
dians will be slow to enter the Army, especially the 
infantry; in fact, it is aware that the men of at 
least one tribe have evinced a disinclination to bind 
themselves for so longa term as five years, or to 
serve on foot; also that they look unfavorably upon 
a proposition to enter upon a status which, while 
more exacting, is less remunerative than the scout 
service to which they have been for years accus- 
tomed. But it must be remembered that in ac- 
cordance with Section 1112, R. S., which authorizes 
the employment of scouts in cases of emergency 
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only, and directs their discharge when the emer- 
gency is past, orders have already been given for 
the reduction of scouts to 150; and it is hoped that 
with the intelligent aid of department and other 
commanders, Indians will be made to recognize the 
advantages that enlistment as Regular soldiers will 
insure to them and to their people. 








We received from Washington last week a very 
positive statement from a usually weil-inform- 
ed source to the effect that officers at Fort 
Myer had taken an active part in defeating the 
Hawley Artillery bill. Concerning this, Col. L. H- 
Carpenter, Major, 5th Cavalry, writes: “I wish to 
say positively, both for myself and all of the cav- 
alry officers now on duty at Fort Myer, that there is 
not one word of truth in this story so far as they are 
concerned, and that none of them have been en- 
gaged in any effort whatever for the defeat of the 
bill alluded to; or to antagonize the interests of the 
artillery in the matter.”” Capt. James Parker, 4th 
Cav., sends us a statement quite as emphatic in its 
denial as that of Col. Carpenter. He mentions the 
five cavalry officers at Fort Myer and says: “I can 
assure you most positively that no one of these offi- 
cers has ever in any way attempted to influence 
legislation concerning the Artillery bill, directly or 
indirectly, in favor of the billor against. This as. 
surance I can fortify by the written statement of 
the officers eoncerned, and if necessary by still 
stronger proof.” The word of these gentlemen is 
quite sufficient, and we are giad of an opportunity 
to correct the erroneous impression which has uo- 
doubtedly existed in Washington, as the statements 
contained in a letter we received from there shows. 
We have received equally positive assurances from 
an officer of artillery that the members of that arm 
expressly refrained from taking action in favor of 
the Hawley bill. It was the War Department's 
measure, and they entrusted their fortunes to head- 
quarters. At the same time itis hard to say what 
are the limitations of an officer’s right to expreas 
his opinion concerning a measure affecting the Ser- 
vices. Our only argument has been that more is to 
be gained by united action in demanding little, than 
bya division of sentiment in urging larger claims: 
Our sympathies and our interests are with the 
ARMY,and not with any one class in itas against 
a nother. 





A“ First SERGEANT” asks us to urge upon com- 
pany commanders,in general, the impropriety of 
hoarding up a large company fund “all for show.”’ 
While there may be companies where all of the 
tunds accruing are not systematically expended as 
contemplated by the regulations, we know that in 
the majority of them the savings are not hoarded, 
but are from day to day expended as required 
by A. R. 301, viz: ** for the purchase of food, or ar- 
ticles to produce food, for the improvement of the 
soldier's table fare,and for the purchase of white 
aprons and jackets for enlisted men employed in 
company kitchens and mess-rooms, and for knife- 
brick and dish towels.” Inspectors, we believe, 
make it their especial business when officially viait- 
iug posts, to see that company funds are judiciously 
expended, and we are of opinion there exists no 
cause for general complaint. 








GENERAL SICKLES and Captain Badeau have se- 
cured a provision in the deficiency bill giving them 
the pay withheld by decision of the Court of Claims- 
The act provides— 


That the accounting officers of the Treasury are hereby 
directed not to suspend or withhold the pay of any retired 
officer of the Army whose name was upon the retired list 
prior to the pussage of the act of March 3, 1875, and having 
ost an arm or leg, or having an arm or leg } panne mys dis- 
abled by reason ot resection on aceount of wounds or hav- 
ing lost both eyes by reason of wounds in battie 
bas been retained upon said list by the Secretary of War in 
obedience to the act of March 3, 1 notwithstanding such 
officer accepted and held a dipiomatic or consular office. 


This does not, however, clearly define their future 
status and leaves the President still at liberty to 
drop them from the Army, and it was, we believe, 
Secretary Proctor’s intention to recommend this 
course. Whether he will consider the present act 
sufficient authority for retaining them 1s to be seen. 








It is simply marvellous, says the United Service 
Gazette, how few officers devote any considerable 
time to the manly and fascinating exercise of sword- 
manship, though they know not when their lives 
May be dependent upon the amount ofskill they 
May have acquired in the useofthesword.

ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 


Upon the retirement of Brig. Gen. Gibbon in Ap ril 
next it is expected that the Division of the Pacific, 
Department of California and Department of Co- 
lumbia will be merged into one large depertment to 
be called the Department of the Pacific. At least 
the secretary is said to be seriously considering the 
proposition. The argument used in its support i® 
that the number of commands will thus conform to 
the number of commanders, and with the leasi pos- 
sible change from the present arrangement. Should 
this plan be carried out the senior brigadier general 
would in all probability be transferred to the new 
department. The impression is gaining ground 
among War Department officials that Col. Forsyth 
is the coming man for the brigadier generalship 
upon the retirement of Gen. Gibbon. 








Tue War Department is much gratified with the 
results thus far of the scheme of examination for 
promotion. Uniformity in methods has been se. 
cured by the recent memoranda, and the amount of 
“boning up” officers have been doing would ex- 
cite the envy of a Senior Wrangler. A majority of 
the examination papers recently received shows a 
very high order of merit. There has been but one 
professional failure thus far, that of an artillery 
lieutenant, though three or four others have been 
badly singed. Officers are already beginning to 
take an increased interest in their duties. Within 
the next year the standard of examination is to be 
still further increased by the addition thereto of 
questions in elementary field engineering, minor 
tactics and reoconnvissance, the mere annnounce- 
ment of which, it is believed, will stimulate officers 
to increased efforts in their professional studies. 








Lorp WoLSsELEY, in an article in the New York 
Herald on the art military, says: “I believe 
our race to be the bravest on earth, because of that 
innate love of danger which causes us to climb 
glaciers, ride steeplechases, and to go on foot to 
shoot tigers. [ have no doubt in my own mind that 
our soldiers have more reckless daring about them 
than those of any other nation, which | attribute 
mainly to their love of boxing, wrestling, and of 
all other manly games.” He concludes the article 
by urging that the “rank and file must be taught 
not only to drill and march past well, but they 
must be thoroughly trained as fighting soldiers.’ » 
And, addressing the officers, he says: “ In order that 
you, their teachers, their masters, should be able to 
train them effectively to the work they will have to 
do in battle, you must yourselves understand what 
a battle is lite, and study the science as well as the 
art of your noble profession.”’ 





Tue examination, by Boards of Army and Navy 
Officers, of Saunders’s West Point Invalid Bed took 
place at the Army Building, New York City, on 
Saturday last, and its merits met with hearty ap- 
proval. The merits of Dr. Saunders’s invention are 
briefly these : The bedstead, at first glance, is asmall, 
cosy and sleep-invitivg one. In a twinkling, by 
simply turning asmall handle, it is transformed into 
a bed replete with conveniences for a sick patient, 
reading desk, eating conveniences, toilet apparatus ; 
in fact, every device necessary in a eick chamber to 
enhance the comfort of the sufferer. It has been a 
labor of love for several years on the part of Dr. 
Saunders to perfect his ideas, and judging from the 
congratulations tendered him by the military and 
naval experts present, he seems to have succeeded. 








Tue Secretary of War has decided to make retro- 
active the General Orders of 1888, under which the 
names of those officers and enlisted men who have 
specially distinguished themselves during the past 
two years are published. The intention is to pub- 
lish an *‘ honorable mention order,” containing the 
names of all officers and men who have received 
medals of honor or certificates of merit for specially 
meritorious service or gallant conduct during the 
entire period from the close of the war up to 1888, 








San Dieao, Cat., is congratulating itself upon a 
recent weather repert by Signal Observer Hearne, 
which shows the average temperature during 1890 
to have been 60.

He was appointed 2d lieutenant of the 40th 
Infantry in 1866, was assigned to the 5th Infantry in 
1869, and attained the grade of captain May 12, 1886, 
He had been on sick leave for some time, and was 
only placed on the retired list, March 9, one day be- 
fore his death. 


A prespaTcou of March 9 from Tucson, Ariz., says: 
* Major Frederick Van Vliet, 10th Cavalry, who was 
thrown froma wagon at Hooker's ranch, died to- 
day from internal injuries.” Major Van Vliet was 
a native of New York and was appointed a 2d lieu. 
tenant of the 3d U.S. Cavalry Aug. 5, 1861. He 
served gallantly during the war, part of the time as 
adjutant of his regiment, and received the brevets 
of captain, major and lieutenant-colonel for his 
conduct in the field. He attained the grade of cap- 
tain, $34 Cavalry, in 1866, and was promoted to 
major, 10th Cayalry, June 26, 1882. While an aide 
on the staff of Gen. Barbridge, of Keaotucky, he had 
two borses shot under him, and was wounded. 
Afterwards, in the trenches at Vicksburg, he con- 
tracted sciatic rheumatism from which he greatly 
suffered until hisdeath. He was buried with mili- 
tary honors at Fort Grant, Arizona, on Tuesday, 
March 10.

The Ordnance Department of the Army has issued 
advertisements for eight spring return carriages for 
12 inch B. L. rifled mortars of the type purchased 
abroad through Captain Crozier, for experimental 
purposes, about a year ago. Two types of carriages 
were purchased at the time by Capt. Crozier, but 
only one bas thus far been received and tried in this 
country. This having given satisfactory results and 
being the cheaper of the two, the Department de- 
cided to purchase eight more at once without wait- 
ing for an experimeut with the other. Besides they 
are urgently needed for mounting the new mortars 
that are now being turned out. 





Mr. Heidemann, a German powder maker, has 
produced an ammonium-nitrate powder possessing 
remarkable ballistic ee, and producing little 
a ny which speedily disperses. It yieldsa very 
much larger volume of gas and water vapor than 
either black or brown powder, and it is slower in 
action than the latter. e charge required to pro- 
duce equal ballistic results is less, the chamber-pres 
sure developed is lower, but the pressures aleng the 
chase of the gun are higher. n an ordinary dry, 
and even in a somewhat moist atmosphere, it has no 
great tendency to absorb moisture, but when the 
air approaches saturation it rapidly absorbs water, 
and this will greatly restrict its use. 





TRAINING OF GERMAN NAVAL OFFICERS. 


Writine of the German Navy to the Army and 
Navy Gazette, a German officer says: “ Every officer 
is systematically trained, both as a torpedo and a 

uunery officer, in the torpedo and gunnery train- 
ng schools; while, in the examination for lieuten- 
ant, passing in navigation is imperative, in order 
that every officer may be abie to navigate any class 
of ship. Every captain-lieutenant or lieutenant, 
therefore, may be sent on board either as navigator, 
artillerist, or torpedoman. Generally, the two first- 
named are the next in seniority to the commander 
or Ist lieutenant; the last named one of the juniors, 
and-in the bigger ships free from keeping watch. 
Now, the watch keepers have every one their divi- 
sions of men, and are responsible for their training 
in every branch of a man-of-war’s-man’s duties. 
Besides this, they bave their stations in the battery, 
the landing-party, or boat, etc.—all matters requir- 
ing their time and attention. The gunnery and tor- 
pedo officers. are responsible to the captain for the 
efficiency of their respective portions of the ship’s 
Sone and for their proper working by the 

cers men assigned to them in the ship’s rolls. 
The navigating officer assists the captain in the navi- 
gation of the ship, and heeps the watch if all the 
other officers are otherwise employed. You will per- 
ceive that by this arrangement every one gets bis 
right, and the necessary amount of responsibility to 





make bim like bis duties.”

has remained so for years, and here is the naval 
reservation of which the Mississippi River commis- 
sion says the bank at Algiers is permanent, and will 
doubtless remain so .for 50 or more years.
